some solicitors in Dixon. They re- 
late instances when the magazine 
salesman walked right into the 
home without even knocking. 


One of the most disgusting inci- 


dents to come into the news re- 
cently involved a pure misrepre- 
sentation of the truth. A solicitor 
claimed to be a wounded Korean 
veteran and that he needed money 
to have shrapnel removed from his 
back.

And yet. there are some who

chairman today, after C. Wesley Roberts' abrupt resignation under 
criticism by Kansas legislative investigators. 


But one member of the national 


executive committee, Wayne J. 
Hood of Wisconsin, asserted 
the 


GOP national committee should 
refuse to accept the resignation. 


Earlier 
President 
Eisenhower 


said Roberts made "a wise de- 
cision." 


"Conscience Clear" 


Roberts resigned last night with- 


in hours after a Kansas legislative

violated at least the spirit of the 
state's lobbying law. Blaming a 
political plot, Roberts 
declared 


"my conscience is clear," but said 
he felt his usefulness as national 
chairman was destroyed. 


Involved in the Kansas investi- 


gation was Roberts' part in helping 
to sell the state a $110,000 hospital 
building, and accepting an $11,000 
fee. He had no party or govern- 
ment job at the time, and said he 
acted only as a public relations 
man, not a lobbyist. 


Supported Ikg 


Roberts, 
49-year-old 
f o r m e r 


newspaperman, politician and war- 
time marine major, was an early 
recruit to Eisenhower's political 
cause. He worked for the general's 
nomination six months before the 
1952 
Republican national conven- 


tion. He was named national chair- 
man Jan. 17, with the President's 
concurrence, , to replace Arthur 
Summerficid of Michigan who be- 
came postmaster general. 


When he announced his resigna- 


tion, Roberts said he was the vic- 
tim of "a carefully contrived and 
thinly veiled plot, growing out of 
a fierce factional fight in Kansas 
state politics." 


Republican l e a d e r s obviously 


had not expected to be confronted 
so soon with the possibility of 
choosing a new chairman. How- 
ever, two names already figured 
in speculation, those of New York 


Mclnlyre Faries of Los Angeles, 
member of the national committee 
and chairman of its executive com- 
mittee.

Department announced today it 
regards the Communist mes- 
sage on exchange of sick and 
wounded prisoners of war in 
Korea as "an unconditional ac- 
ceptance" of a proposal made 
by the United Nations command 
Feb. 22. 


The department said in a 


statement that the U, N, pro- 
posal, put forth by Gen. Mark 
Clark, was in accordance with 
Article 109 of the Geneva Con- 
vention covering prisoners of 
war. 
It emphasized that this 


article provides for exchange of 
sick and wounded prisoners on 
a voluntary basis. • 


The 
question 
of 
voluntary 


versus forcible repatriation of 
all POW's In Korea has been the 
major block In the way of an 
armistice ngreeinenl to end the 
fighting there. The Reds have 
insisted the United Nations must 
send all prisoners home whether 
they want- to go or not. 


TOKYO (IP)—The Commu- 


nists have agreed to a U. N. 
offer to exchange sick and 
wounded prisoners before the 
end of the Korean war, and 
at the same time proposed im- 
mediate resumption of the 
suspended armistice talks. 


The Reds said such an exchange 


could lead to "smooth settlement" 
of the entire POW question, which 
broke up the armistice talks at 
Panmunjom Oct. 8. 


The POW issue was the only one 


left unsolved. 


A spokesman here said the U.N. 


command could begin an exchange 
of sick and wounded "within a 
matter of days." 


Studies Offer 


Gen. Mark Clark, U.N. Far East 


commander who made the offer 
Feb. 22, said he had received the 
message and would release a state- 
ment shortly: 


"We are going to study this offer 


very closely," Clark told'the Asso- 
ciated Press. "We want to be sure 
here isn't anything in it we don't 
understand." 


He indicated his reply to the 


Reds would favor resumption of 
the truce talks if the Communists 
really meant their acceptance. 


Even as the Red radio broad- 


cast the message to Clatk, Ameri- 
cans in Korea were fighting furi- 
ously to throw back the biggest 
Red assaults in five months. 


The Communist reply was signed 


by North Korean Premier Kim II 
Sung and Peng Teh-Huai, com- 
mander of Chinese forces in Ko- 
rea. 


Note's Content 


It said, "Our side . . . fully 


agrees to your side's proposal to 
exchange sick and injured prison- 
ers of war of both sides during the 
period of hostility." 


They 
nlso suggested 
the ex- 


change could pave the way to 
"smooth settlement of the entire 
question of the prisoneis of war 
, . ." —a reference to the deadlock 
on exchanging all POWs which 
broke up the armistice talks at 
Panmunjom last fall. 


The Communists have insisted 


on return of all the 122,000 POWs 
in U.N. camps, but the U.N. has 
reported only about 81,000 of these 
have indicated willingness to re- 
turn to their Red homelands. 


The Chinese said Dec. 18 they 


were holding .1,198 A m e r i c a n 
POWs. They also arc holding many 
more South Koreans plus other 
prisoners from allied nations fight- 
ing in Korea, 


The text of the Red letter to 


Clark also was broadcast by the 
North Korean Red radio at Pyong- 
yang.

The result has been 
that an additional $25.000.000 in 
applications has had to wait every 
month, the spokesman says. The

Conduct in Bohlen Case 


.1 • - Last year Senator McCarthy won renomination to the 
innate by a tremendous margin. Though less striking, his 
later re-election advantage was still wide.

The best-trained observers in Wisconsin concluded 


unanimously, that McCarthy triumphed because he was iden- 
tified in the public mind as the nation's prime foe of com- 
munism in government. They felt he gained immeasurably 
from the Democratic administration's evident indifference 
and slowness in handling the problem. 
-> i.' The sharp Wisconsin verdict naturally translated itsell 
into heavy backing in congress. Equipped at last with the 
authority of an important committee chairmanship, McCar- 
thy entered 1953 with a great reservoir of strength to draw 
upon.

- But now, a little more than two months since President 


Eisenhower and the Republicans took office, McCarthy seems 
jvell- on the way to emptying that reservoir. Through his 
conduct in the case of Charles E. Bohlen, the presidents 
choice'for ambassador to Moscow, McCarthy has brought the 
senate's most powerful Republicans into an unyielding line 
against him. 
At first he was merely one among several Republican 


senators who questioned Bohleri's fitness on the ground he 
was too closely linked with past events and policies of which 
*he GOP has been steadily critical, especially the Yalta-Pots- 
dam meetings. 
•• . McCarthy began to isolate himself from his party's 
leadership, however, when he joined Democratic Senator Mc- 
£arran 'of Nevada in casting doubt on Bohlen's security 
status. 
" 
In a series of statements, McCarthy said the FBI report 


<5n Bohlen contained 16 pages of derogatory material, that 
(ihe state department's own security man, Scott McLeod, had 
disapproved Bo'hlen, that Secretary of State Dulles had con- 
gealed'this disapproval and also the true nature of the infor- 
mation on Bohlen when the secretary summarized the FBI 
Report for the senate foreign relations committee. 
i» 
McCarthy asked that Dulles be recalled and made to tes- 


Jify under oath—a clear imputation the secretary had lied— 
•and sought to bring McLeod before his own committee, which 
fioes not have jurisdiction over foreign policy matters. He 
jtlso suggested Bohlen submit to a lie detector test. 
• 
'To Senator Taft and other key Republicans, these at- 


Jacks were taken as a direct challenge to the president him- 
•elf, since they saw his judgment and the honesty and good 
Jaith of his secretary of state under fire. 
• 
- They responded with a loud and vigorous defense of both 
Jlr. Eisenhower and Dulles. Just to clear the atmosphere, 
Caft and a top Democratic member of the foreign relations 
'Committee themselves read the FBI's summary on Bohlen 
and declared to the senate he was a thoroughly good security 
j-isk. 
• 
At the height of this clamor, McCarthy told newsmen 


«n response to' a question: "To say Bohlen is a security risk 
Js putting it too weakly." That was March 20. Next day, 
^Iarch-21, he was widely quoted as telling newsmen: "In our 
Opinion, he (Bohlen) is a bad security risk." 
•" March 23, the day senate debate opened on the case, 
McCarthy said on the floor: "The senator from Nevada 
^McCarran) stated here that Mr. Bohlen was so turned'down 
I(by McLeod) on security grounds, and I have every reason 
Jo know, that this is true." Later he said he could not dis- 
cuss B.ohlen's security status without himself "violating 
Security."

Then, on March 24, McCarthy reversed himself and de- 


Siied'to reporters he ever had called Bohlen a "security risk:"

of around $74 billion. 


The plea is to cut both expenses and taxes, rather

the catch in this argument is that any unbalancing of the 
budget 'adds to the national debt, increases government 
interest requirements and adds to the inflationary pres- 
sures.

The Doctor Says: 


Crippled Children's Society 
Worthy of Fullest Support 


By EDWIN P. JORDON, M. D 


It has always seemed to me that 


the child who was born crippled 
or deformed or who became handi- 
capped after birth through dis- 
ease or injury was in particular 
need of 'our help and sympathy. 


Certainly it is not enough just 


to feel sorry for some youngster 
who is handicapped, and conse- 
quently I am particularly enthusi- 
astic about the work of the Na- 
tional Society for Crippled Chil- 
dren and x Adults, whose Easter 
Seal campaign for funds is now 
under way. 


This organization, as nearly all 


readers of this column know, is a 
voluntary one, supported by con- 
tributions from friends all over 
the country. Like all other health 
organizations—and indeed like us 
individually—it 
has a 
constant 


struggle to keep income up to the 
needs for expenditure. 


Last year, for example, the Eas- 


ter Seal campaign returned more 
than 500 per cent more money 
than it had 10 years before. All 
this, however, was badly needed 
because of the constant trend to 
expand activities of the society in 
aiding handicapped children to get 
the medical care, schooling, recre- 
ation, equipment and other things 
which they need. 


At the risk of making this col- 


umn sound like a catalog, it seems 
interesting to mention some of 
their activities. 


They have affiliates in each of 


the 48 states and in the District of 
Columbia, 
Alaska, Hawaii 
and 


Puerto Rico. 
These include 78 


diagnostic and evaluation clinics, 
171 out-patient treatment centers, 
10 residential centers, 21 rehabili- 
tation centers and curative work- 
shops, 32 treatment centers, 97 
speech and hearing facilities and 
cervice, 187 public school systems 
receiving assistance, 40 workshops 
and 
home-bound 
programs,

craft outlets, and 16 programs of 
special education. 


On« of the reasons for the in- 


creased activity and need for funds 
of the national society is the fact 
that medical developments have 
made it possible to do more and 
more for those youngsters—and 
adults, too—who are crippled or 
handicapped. Surely we have not 
reached the end of medical dis- 
coveries either, so that further 
possibilities in aid can be antici-

Indeed, the society itself is ac- 


tive in this 
field and aiming 


toward the establishment of a re- 
search program in addition to its 
already established 
activities in 


supporting the professional train- 
ing of doctors, therapists, teachers 
and counselors for the crippled 
through scholarships and fellow- 
ships.

field, the association publishes a

magazine called "The

until repatrialed in 1942. After a 
vest, they returned lo the Oaos, at 
Vientiane. In the last three years, 
they worked in Siagon, taking 
charge of the Missionary Receiving 
home.

* These tragic words, a hopeless 
cry into a radiophone, were the 
last heard .from some 36 marines 
holding Outpost Vegas which was 
overrun Thursday night by power- 
ful Chinese enemy forces, a ma- 
rine spokesman said today. 


It wt« assumed,the men—about 


a platoon—were entombed in a 
single, smashed bunket on the 
western front outpost by Chinese 
artillery and mortar fire. 


Col. L. W. Walt of Ft. Collins,

"We assume all the men are 


dead or prisoners of the Commu- 
nists."

Rescue Attempt
